TREATMENT OF PLANTS ON ARRIVAL. 


THE PLANTS.—If in the least wilted should be placed with paper about them in shallow | het. . 
pans with water comfortably warm to the hand, where they should remain from twenty min- a 
utes to half an hour; this restores their vigor, revives their leaves and increases their vitality. 

SO!L.—For potting, should be composed of rotted sod about two-thirds, one-third well rotted 
cow manure, thoroughly mixed together, will ariswer a very good purpose. 

‘-POTTING.—Do not use too large pots at first potting; one size larger than those that the 
plants were orignially grown in are the best, and as the pots become filled with the roots the 
plants should be repotted. Put a few pieces of broken pots in the bottom of the pots, and be 
careful to place the soil firmly about the roots. Do not fill the pots quite full of soil, but leave 
about half an inch space to receive water. One thorough watering should be given, soaking Las 
the soil to the bottom of the pots; place in a sheltered place, where they will not be exposed to} 
the wind or sun’ for two or three days, or until they commence to grow.

FLOWERS FOR FUNERALS 


In ordering funeral flowers on short notice, ple.=e bear 
in mind that it will be to your advantage to give us as 
much time as possible—the more time we have the more 
care we can bestow on the work. If we know the time 
of the funeral, it is often a great help to us in selecting 
the most suitable flowers as to durability, ete. 

We give the two extremes in prices, both the highest 
and lowest, as they vary according to size, quality and 
searcity of flowers, time and labor required to arrange 
the work. For example, wreaths from $3.00 to $10.00. 

WOOL.—Send on afternoon train today. 

WONDER.—Send on early train tomorrow. 

WORLD.—Send on afternoon train tomorrow. 

WAVE.—Send today or on early train tomorrow. 

DANCING.—If you cannot fill exactly as specified, you 
may substitute according to your best judgment.

HOW TO PREPARE THE SOIL TO GROW THEM. 


We have always tried to furnish our customers with the best of everything in the floral kingdom, and there 
is no branch of our business that we watch more closely than our Roses, and try to catalogue only the best; this 
being our nineteenth year in the business in Fort Worth, and in that time we have published twenty catalogues, 
and each year we weed out something in all our lines and add something better each season; and in this list of 
Roses you will find some worthy novelties and a good list of the older and well-tried and tested ones, which never 
fail to respond in luxuriant growth and abundance of fine blooms when you give them good soil, cultivation and 


plenty of water. 

The preparation of soil to grow Roses is very essential, and if we expect good results we must make the proper 
arrangements. First, dig your bed 18 inches deep, and if the soil should be black and waxy, one-third well-rotted cow 
manure should be thoroughly mixed with the soil. First, see that the drainage is good, as roses, like most other 
plants, do not enjoy wet feet, and will not thrive in low, wet, soggy beds.. Plant your Roses well by straightening 
out all the roots. In small pot plants, soak the ball of dirt well before planting. Pack the dirt hard about the 
plant and water thoroughly, so you are sure the bed is well soaked to the bottom. Keep all the weeds #ut of your 
bed and do not plant Geraniums, Verbenas and other plants too close to Roses, as they must have good light and 
sunshine around the roots. Cultivate very shallow, but just enough to keep the top of the ground loose and 
mellow. After your plants have started to grow and have gotten a good hold in the ground, give them a light 
mulch of well rotted cow manure or chip dirt. This will prevent the ground from baking and cracking. Care 
should always be taken in cultivating the Roses. Never spade or fork your Roses deep, as it disturbs the roots 
and injures the plants very seriously. Pruning is an important feature in Rose growing, and should be done every 
season. It is best done during February, cutting away all weak or dead wood, leaving the strong, well matured 
branches with five or six eyes. The weaker growing kinds need more pruning, and the strong rampant grows less. 
Climbing Roses do not need pruning—merely a shortening of the side shoots and thinning out. 

For mildew, dust with flour sulphur in the early morning while the plants are damp is best, as the sulphur will 
adhere better to the leaves. A spraying of Bordeaux mixture is also recommended. Caterpillars or worms must 
be picked off by hand and destroyed. The aphis or green fly is best got rid of by spraying with whale oil soap, 
tobacco water or sulphur tobacco soap.

DIRECTIONS FOR CULTIVATING THE PEACH.—A 
sandy loam is best suited to the Peach, but it will adapt 
itself to almost any soil, provided it is well drained. 
Plant one-year-old trees, 18x18 feet; cut the trees back 
to 18 to 24 inches, as it is always best to have a low- 
headed tree. In the spring, after the growth has started, 
remove all but three branches and let these be dis- 
tributed so that the tree will be well balancd. For the 
first two years fertilize with well decomposed barnyard 
manure, or a mixture of one part of cotton seed or bone 
meal to two parts of acid phosphate. Apply 1% to 2 
pounds to each tree. After the third year avoid nitro- 
genous fertilizers and use a fertilizer containing a good 
percentage of bone phosphate and potash. Prune every 
year by cutting off one-third of the previous year’s 
growth. The head of the tree should be broad and 
onen so as to allow free circulation of light and air. 
Never plant newly cleared woodlands; such lands should 
be cultivated for at least two years before setting out 
trees, otherwise woodlice will injure them. In preparing 
orchard land, plow deep. If necessary, subsoil. Cow- 
peas, drilled in two feet apart, leaving at least four feet 
on each side of the trees, is the best crop to grow in a 
Peach orchard. Cultivate frequently and in February or 
March turn under the cow-peas. When the orchard be- 
gins to bear, it should have clean cultivation. After 
the cow-peas have been turned under, all subsequent 
cultivation can be done with a harrow and cultivator. 
After the fruit is harvested. drill in peas for a cover 
crop. 


SPRAY.—Never spray when a tree is in bloom.

INDUSTRY. 


Luther Burbank. the master of practical and scientific 
horticulture, made these statements: 

“If I were a young man I would go to Texas, knowing 
as I do the possibilities of the pecan industry, and de- 
vote my life in propagating new species of the pecan and 
doing the same work there in nut culture as I have done 
in other lines of horticulture. Your pecan is superior 
to our walnuts, and you are standing in your own light; 
why not develop it? 


“TI can not think of any kind of diversification likely 
to pav the Southern farmer as well as pecan growing. 
Cotton will not always be ten cents a pound; when it 
gets down to five and six cents again the income from a 
grove of pecans will be very acceptable. 

“Cotton can be raised between the trees while they 
are small and when they get large enough to shade the 
land, the income from them will be greater than that 
from a much larger area in cotton, even at present 
prices.”’ 

PECAN TREES FOR MONUMENTS.—Ex-Governor 
Hogg understood the value of the Pecan tree when he 
said on his death-bed: “I want no monument of stone, 
but let my children plant at the head of my ‘grave a 
pecan tree, and at the foot of my grave a walnut tree, 
and when these trees shall bear, let the pecans and wal- 
nuts be given out among the plain people of Texas, so 
that they may plant them and make Texas a land of 
trees.” If every admirer of Governor Hogg were to 
Lele one tree to his memory, what a forest it would 
make. 

No class of trees is growing in popularity so fast as 
are pecans and other nut trees. If you have land on 
which pecan trees do well, plant some by all means; and 
if you are planting an orchard of ordinary fruit trees, if 
you plant a pecan for every other tree in every ‘second 
row. it puts them about the right distance apart (32 to 
40 feet).

DIRECTIONS FOR PLANTING AND PRUNING.—Be- 
fore setting out, cut off the bruised or broken roots. 
Trees with branching heads should have the smaller 
branches cut out, and the larger branches cut back to 
within three or four buds of their base. When the tree 


has an abundance of roots and a small top of few 
branches prune very sparingly, but when the roots are 
small and the top heavy. then prune the-tree severely. 
Many persons plant large trees without pruning; this is 
often the cause of their failure to grow. Always dig the 
hole intended for the tree of ample size, so that when 
the young roots start out they will have soft ground in 
which to grow. The best fertilizer is well-rotted stable 


manure, thoroughly mixed with the soil. 

Plant the same depth as the tree originally stood in 
the nursery row, using the top soil for filling in around 
the roots. See that every interstice around the roots is 
thoroughly filled, and that every root is brought into 
contact with the soil. When the hole is nearly filled, 
throw in a bucket of water so as to set the soil around 
the roots. then fill in the balance of the hole and press 
the dirt gently with the foot. When the tree is planted. 
mulch with five or six inches of well-decomposed stable 
manure; this should extend over the circumference of 
the hole; keep free from grass and weeds and loosen up 
the soil occasionally. ea:
